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REGISTRATION  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  FALL  QUARTER  1968 

I .  Early  Registration 

All  students  except  graduating  seniors,  will  receive  registration  packets  and  a 
copy  of  the  Schedule  of  Glasses  for  Fall  Quarter  on  Wednesday,  May  1,  1968. 

This  material  will  be  placed  in  post  office  boxes  in  Plemmons  Student  Center  for 
all  students  who  have  post  office  boxes.  All  students  who  do  not  have  post  office 
boxes  may  pick  this  material  up  at  tables  in  the  first-floor  lobby  of  the  Student 
Center. 

II.  After  receiving  his  packet,  each  student  will  see  his  adviser  and  complete  a  Special 
Registration  Approval  Form.  Each  student  should  select  at  least  two  sections  of  each 
course  requested  (if  more  than  one  section  is  offered);  the  section  which  is  the  stu- 
dent's first  choice  should  be  listed  first  on  the  Registration  Approval  Form.  Each 
student  also  should  list  at  the  designated  space  on  the  Registration  Approval  Form 

at  least  three  alternate  courses  which  might  be  substituted  for  courses  requested. 

III.  Each  student  will  complete  his  registration  packet  and  return  it,  along  with  his 
Registration  Approval  Form,  to  the  Registrar's  office  (window  on  the  left  in  rear 
entrance  lobby  of  the  new  Administration  Building)  by  I4.  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  May  8, 
1968 .   If  information  on  all  cards  is  not  furnished,  packets  will  be  returned  to 
students  for  completion  and  registration  priority  will  be  lost. 

A.  Instructions  for  Filling  out  Materials  in  Packet 

a.  Please  fill  in  all  blanks  on  all  cards  in  the  packet. 

b.  Program  card  and  paper  program  card  should  list  students'  first  choice  of 
course  sections,  etc. 

c.  Fill  in  the  left  hand  portion  of  the  Fee  Card  with  a  ballpoint  pen. 

d.  Men  -  Fill  in  only  Local  Board  number  and  address  and  selective  service  number. 
Do  not  write  in  any  other  spaces  on  draft  cards. 

IV.  Wednesday,  May  8,  1968  is  the  official  registration  date  for  all  presently  enrolled, 
returning  students.  Such  students  who  fail  to  register  on  this  date  will  be  subject 
to  a  late  registration  fee  and  will  be  registered  on  Friday,  September  20,  I968. 

V.  Course  cards  will  be  pulled  for  all  students  by  workers  in  the  Registrar's  office. 

a.  Each  student  will  be  given  cards  for  course  sections  of  his  choice  if  they  are 
available. 

b.  If  sections  of  courses  which  are  requested  are  not  available,  students  will  be 
placed  in  sections  which  are  available  and  do  not  cause  schedule  conflicts. 

c.  Designated  alternate  courses  will  be  substituted  when  requested  courses  are  closed. 

d.  In  cases  In  which  schedule  conflicts  cannot  be  resolved,  students  may  be  requested 
to  come  to  the  Registrar's  office  to  assist  in  solving  their  problems. 

VI.  Course  cards  will  be  pulled  for  students  in  straight  alphabetical  order  by  class. 
Rising  seniors  will  be  processed  first,  followed  by  rising  juniors  and  rising  sophomores. 
In  subsequent  registrations,  other  alphabetical  arrangements  will  be  used. 

VIII. Class  Admission  Cards 

All  students  x^ho  pre-register  will  pick  up  their  Class  Admission  cards  at  the  Registrar's 
office  (window  on  the  left  in  rear  entrance  lobby  of  the  new  Administrat:.ou  Building) 
upon  presentation  of  receipt  for  fees  on  Thursday,  September  19  or  Friday,  September  ' 
20,  I968.  Students  will  deliver  Class  Admission  cards  to  instructors  of  courses  for 
which  they  are  registered. 


Paper  Program  card  -will  be  returned  to  student  along  with  Class     Admission  cards, 
changes  which  may  have  been  made  will  be  indicated  in  red. 

A  locator  card  for  use  at  the  Information  Desk  in  the  Student  Center  will  also  be 
included  with  this  material.     It  will  be  each  student's  responsibility  to  complete 
this  card  and  leave  it  at  the  Information  Desk  in  the  Student   Center. 

VIII.  Dropping  and  Adding  Courses 

When  a  student  has  obtained  a  workable   schedule,   he  may  not  "drop-add"   courses  unless 
he  becomes  ineligible  to  take  a  course  for  which  he  has  registered  because  of  failure 
to  pass  a  course  during  the  previous  quarter  which  is  prerequisite  to  the  course  for 
which  he  is  registered  or  his  adviser  and  the  department  chairman( chairmen)  of  the 
department(s)  involved  agree  that  such  a  change  is  desirable. 

A*     To  Add  a  course  -  Student  secures   drop-add  form  from  his  adviser  under  conditions 
stated  above.     The  drop-add  form  is  taken  to  the  Registrar's  office  for  processing. 
After  paying  "add"   fee  to  Cashier,   the  Class  Admission  card  is  taken  to  the  in- 
structor of  the  class  added  for  admission  to  that  class. 

B.      To  Drop  a  course  -   Student  secures  drop-add  form  from  his  adviser  under  conditions 
stated  above.     Student  must   secure  the  Class  Admission  card  for  course  to  be  dropped 
from  the  instructor  for  the  course  and  take  it  and  the  drop-add  form  to  the  Registrar's 
office  for  processing  and  pay  "drop"   fee  to  the  Cashier. 

IX.  Applied  Music  Courses 

All  students  taking  applied  music  courses  must  have  these  courses  approved  by  Dr. 
Spencer,  Chairman  of  Music  Department.

Wednesday,  May  1,  1°68  -  Distribution  of  Registration  Material. 

Wednesday,  May  8,  1°68  -  (k   P.M.)  -  Deadline  for  returning  completed  registration 

packets  to  Registrar's  Office. 

Thursday  and  Friday,  September  19-20,  1968  -  Registration  of  new  students. 

Friday,  September  20,  1968  -  Registration  of  continuing  students  who  did  not  pre- 

register  (late  fee). 

Friday,  September  27,  1968  -  Deadline  for  adding  a  course. 

Friday,  October  11,  1968  -  Deadline  for  dropping  a  course. 

XI.  Other  Important  Registration  Information. 

A.  Graduate  students  who  plan  to  register  for  undergraduate  courses  should  take  regis- 
tration packet  to  the  Computer  Center  for  instructions. 

B.  Women  who  have  married  and  whose  packets  are  under  their  maiden  names  should  go 
to  the  Records  Room  before  pre-regi strati on  for  Fall  quarter. 

C.  Undergraduate  students  expecting  to  complete  degree  requirements  at  the  end  of 
Fall  quarter  must  file  applications  for  degree  and  certification  on  September  19 
or  September  20. 

D.  Undergraduates  may  not  register  for  more  than  19  hours  without  written  permission 
from  the  Registrar.  Graduate  students  may  not  register  for  more  than  1$   hours.

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RESIDENCE  STATUS  FOR  TUITION  PAYMENT 

The  tuition  charge  for  legal  residents  of  North  Carolina  is  less  than  for  non- 
residents. A  legal  resident  of  North  Carolina  is  one  who  has  his  domicile  in  this 
State.  It  is  important  that  each  applicant  for  admission  and  each  enrolled  student 
know  his  residence  status  for  tuition  payment  and  understand  the  regulations  govern- 
ing residence  status.   The  following  regulations  cover  most  factual  situations: 

1.  A  person  twenty- one  years  of  age  or  older  is  not  deemed  eligible  for  the 
lower  tuition  rate  unless  he  has  maintained  his  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina 
for  at  least  the  six  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  enrollment  in  an  institu- 
tion of  higher  education  in  this  State. 

2.  The  legal  residence  of  a  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  State  is  that 
of  his  parents,  surviving  parent,  or  legal  guardian.  In  cases  where  parents  are  di- 
vorced or  legally  separated,  the  legal  residence  of  the  father  will  control  unless 
custody  of  the  minor  has  been  ai^arded  by  court  order  to  the  mother  or  to  a  legal 
guardian  other  than  a  parent.  No  claim  of  residence  in  North  Carolina  based  upon 
residence  of  a  guardian  in  North  Carolina  will  be  considered  if  either  parent  is 
still  living  unless  the  action  of  the  court  appointing  the  guardian  antedates  the 
student's  first  enrollment  in  a  North  Carolina  institution  of  higher  education  by 

at  least  twelve  months. 

3.  The  residence  status  of  any  student  is  determined  as  of  the  time  of  his 
first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  North  Carolina  and  may 
not  thereafter  be  changed  except:  (a)  In  the  case  of  a  nonresident  minor  student 
at  the  time  of  his  first  enrollment  whose  parents  have  subsequently  established 
legal  residence  in  North  Carolina;  and  (b)  in  the  case  of  a  resident  who  abandons 
his  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina.  In  either  case,  the  appropriate  tuition 
rate  will  become  effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  or  term  next  following 
the  date  of  change  of  residence  status. 

U.  The  legal  residence  of  a  wife  follows  that  of  her  husband,  except  that 
a  iroman  student  currently  enrolled  in  this  institution  as  a  resident  may  continue 
as  a  resident  even  though  she  marries  a  nonresident. 

5.  Military  personnel  attached  to  military  posts  or  reservations  in  North 
Carolina  are  not  considered  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate  unless  they  have 
maintained  a  legal  residence  in  the  state  for  at  least  the  six  months  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  the 
state. 

6.  Aliens  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United  States  for  permanent  residence 
who  have  established  a  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina  according  to  Paragraphs 
number  1,2,  or  h}   above,  are  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

7.  Ownership  of  property  in  or  payment  of  taxes  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
apart  from  legal  residence  will  not  qualify  one  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

8.  Discretion  to  adjust  individual  cases  within  the  spirit  of  those  regu- 
lations is  ledged  in  the  Director  of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar. 

Any  student  or  prospective  student  in  doubt  concerning  his  residence  status 
must  bear  the  responsibility  for  securing  a  ruling  by  stating  his  case  in  writing"  ' 
to  the  Director  of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar.
